Ralston to 
step down 


Sue O'Neill to run

Selectman Gail Ralston announced this 
week that she will not seek re-election in 
March, and Susan O'Neill, who lost a bid for 
a seat on the board earlier this year, said she 
will campaign for the position. 

“After evaluating my work commitments 
and my commitment to the selectman’s posi- 
tion, I have made the difficult decision to 
announce that I will not be seeking re-elec- 
tion in 1991,” Ms. Ralston said in a prepared 
statement for the press. 

Her term, and that of Chairman James 
Barenboim, both expire in March. Mr. 
Barenboim said last week he will seek re- 
election. Elections are March 25. 

Ms. O'Neill, of 11 Argyle Road, said Tues- 
day she will seek Ms. Ralston’s position. 

“If she announces it, I’ll run,” Ms. O'Neill 
said after being told of Ms. Ralston’s deci- 
sion. 

“I've been telling people that I was think- 
ing about it as long as there was an empty 
space. I didn’t want to run against an incum- 
bent again.” 

Ms. O'Neill failed in her bid to unseat 
Selectman Bill Downs last year. She said she 
will begin campaigning after the holidays. 

Ir. Downs said this week that he was not 
aware of anyone other than Ms. O'Neill who 
is considering a run for Ms. Ralston’s seat, 
but that the lack of an incumbent would 
probably bring more candidates into the

The zoning recommendations the 
group agreed to don’t include any pro- 
posals to expand the boundaries of the 
CBD. But they do leave that option 
open for future discussion. 

Bill Dalton, subcommittee member 
and owner of the Andover Bookstore, 
is opposed to recommending any 
expansion of the CBD. 

“I think it’s a classic error to think 
you can expand yourself out of a down- 
town problem,” Mr. Dalton said. “You 
can talk about expanding downtown 
Andover, but it will just be talk. I don’t 
think you're going to get anywhere.” 

Instead, Mr. Dalton wants the group

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COOKING FOR CHRISTMAS

Andover resident is CEO 


Massachusetts-based networking special- 
ist Octocom Systems Inc., recently was 
named by “Inc.” magazine as the fastest 
growing privately held company in north- 
east America, and ninth in the United States. 
The ranking is based on the percentage 
increase in sales from 1985 through 1989. 

Octocom designs, manufactures and sup- 
ports sophisticated network access systems 
for users and providers of communication 
networks all around the world, and was 
founded in 1984 by its president and CEO, 
Ian Davison of Andover.

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert is predict- 
ing somewhere between a 2.5 and 7 percent 
reduction in the 1991-'92 budget.

Andover schools will face a budget reduc- 
tion next year of anywhere between $1.9 to 
$2.6 million, Dr. Seifert predicted. Revenue 
projections from the town and state indicate 
the schools will have the same amount of 
money to spend next year as it did this year, 
he said. But the cost of services has gone up. 

A level-funded budget would force the

New bridge on 
Harding St. gets 
mixed reviews 


By Don Staruk 

The state presented preliminary 
plans for replacement of the Harding 
Street bridge over the railroad tracks 
to approximately 25 to 30 residents 
and others last week and received a 
mixed response, according to town 
engineer John Avery, 

“The state has a plan to replace the 
wooden bridge with a concrete 
bridge,” Mr. Avery said. “It requires a 
widening of the north side that resi- 
dents don’t care for.” 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works presented the plans at a 
public hearing Wednesday, Nov. 28, in 
town offices. 

The widening would be on the left 
side when traveling up Harding Street 
from North Main Street toward High 
Street, according to the engineer, 

“The residents have qualms about 
people speeding and about the traf- 
fic,” Mr. Avery said. “They would like 
to see it one way up hill.” 

Mr. Avery said the job could take 
three or four months and that it is ten- 
tatively planned for the construction 
season of 1993. 

“This one requires new abutment 
walls and everything,” Mr, Avery 
said. 

He described the current wooden 
bridge as a “high-maintenance” 
bridge. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman told 
the Board of Selectman Monday night 
that he feels closing Harding Street 
for any long period of time for con- 
struction would cause significant dis- 
ruption of the traffic flows in both 
Elm and Shawsheen squares. Select- 
men will view the plans at their next 
meeting on Dec. 17. 

Mr. Avery said he expects resi 
dents will bring a petition to the 
board in the near future regarding the 
one-way change. The state is also 
going to set up another meeting with 
residents, but no date is set, Mr. 
Avery said.

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Networking for unemployed execs

Lee Kirkwood, of 42 Dascomb Road, was 
vice president of sales and marketing for a 
small medical products company selling 
instruments to neurosurgeons until he lost 
his job Aug. 1. 

Unable to find another position right 
away, Mr. Kirkwood attended a six-week 
program at the Department of Employment 
and Training in Woburn, which is designed 
to assist people in finding a job. But when 
the seminar was over, he and several others 
in the program were still out of work and 
wanted to go on. 


“We had people not only from our group 
but from the previous two groups that were 
looking for some involvement,” Mr. Kirk- 
wood said. 

So Mr. Kirkwood created WIND, Wednes- 
day Is Networking Day, a support and net- 
working group for unemployed executives. 
The group meets Wednesdays at the Faith 
Lutheran Church, 360 S. Main St., from 10 
a.m.-noon. 

“We had our first meeting last week. We 
had 15 people,” he said recently. 

The networking group has attracted exec- 
utives from as far away as Lexington, Med- 
ford and Hollis, N.H. 

“One man was a vice president of sales 
and marketing of a software company. He 
has been out of work for about 11 months,” 
Mr. Kirkwood said. 

Another member, a woman who was man- 
ager of a software development company, 
has been out of work five months. A Pep- 
perell resident was a product manager for a 
defense manufacturer. And a man from 
Maine was a vice president at a financial cor- 
poration. 

“We have a Ph.D. in biotechnology that’s 
been out of work four months,” Mr. Kirk- 
wood said. 

The group caters to a professional level, 
not a factory-worker level, according to Mr. 
Kirkwood. 

“We have high-level and middle-manage- 
ment people,” he said. “Their networking 
needs are different than a factory-worker or 
assembler or something like that.” 

Some who attended have been out of work 
only five weeks, but realize the importance 
of having the support of other people in simi- 
lar situations. 

“It’s a very stressful time to be out of a 
job,” Mr, Kirkwood said. “It’s a difficult time 
emotionally as well as financially.” 
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Most are doing any work they can get to 
make ends meet, according to Mr. Kirkwood. 

“Some people are trying to live off their 
unemployment benefits,” he said. 


People come together at the meetings to 
gain emotional strength from each other and 
to exchange knowledge of companies, people 
and ads. Members tell each other about their 
situations and what they are doing to 
improve them. 

“Some people just need to talk and others 
have good news,” Mr. Kirkwood said. “We 
work on people’s resumes, interviewing 
techniques and how to work with executive 
search firms. 

“They want to help each other and I think 
that’s a very big thing,” he said. 


It costs $5 each week to participate in the 
meetings and the money goes for coffee, mak- 
ing copies of pertinent materials that people 
run across and for speakers to address the 
group. This week an executive search repre- 
sentative was scheduled to speak.

In addition to maintaining good 
grades, she volunteers at Project Star 
held after school at West Middle 
School. The program is sponsored by 
the Greater Lawrence Collaborative 
and provides recreation for handi- 
capped people ages 6 to 22. 

“Being around people in wheelchairs 
helps me out,” Stephanie said of her 
volunteer work. 

“Tt reminds me that I’m doing some- 
thing, not sitting back watching the 
world pass by,” she added. 

Ms. Cinelli definitely isn’t letting 
the world go by. She’s also active in 
area theater groups and participates in 
a swimming program and she has tak- 
en up wheelchair tennis and sit skiing. 

She said she’s never afraid to try 
new things such as tennis or skiing. 

“Tm always open to new ideas,” she 
said. 


“It’s really challenging. You have to 
think of new ways to do things. Like 
putting the racquet down on your lap 
and then wheeling real fast to hit the 
ball,” she said.

“There were lots of times I felt sad 
and depressed, but I don’t usually show 
it on the outside. I try and keep it to 
myself and keep a stiff upper lip,” she 
said. 

Making friends became easier, she 
said, as she moved through elementary 
school, junior high and high school. 

“When people first meet me they 
want to do everything for me,” she 
said, and she smiled and shrugged. 

“As they get to know me they realize 
I can do a lot of it on my own,” she said. 

Some of her closest friends are now 
so comfortable with her wheelchair 
they forget she’s in one, especially 
when it comes to stairs, 

“It’s funny sometimes, We'll be 
going along and my friends will start 
up the stairs. They'll get half the way

up and turn around and say, 
‘Stephanie come on,’ then realize I’m 
down at the bottom waiting for them to 
remember I’m there,” she said as she 
tossed her head back and laughed. 

Ms. Cinelli said there are two types 
of people she’s come across who don’t 
know how to react to handicapped peo- 
ple in wheelchairs. The first type, she 
said, are people who overcompensate 
and “only want to be my friend because 
I’m in a wheelchair,” she said. 

“T want them to be my friend for me, 
not for the wheelchair I’m sitting in.” 

The other type of person she’s come 
across is someone who “won’t be my 
friend only because I’m in a 
wheelchair,” she said. 

She said even though she’s gotten 
better at spotting fakes she still 
believes she’s taken in too easily. 

“I’m real gullible. I usually find out 
second hand from one of my real 
friends that someone was just being 
nice to me because I’m in wheelchair,” 
she said. 


Ms. Cinelli said life at school has 
become easier now that she is at the 
high school and she has made “real” 
friends. She plans to go to college once 
she graduates from AHS, and later to 
pursue a doctorate in psychology. 

She is also interested in learning 
more about American sign language, 
which she has taught herself through 
books and video tapes. She began 
learning sign language a while ago by 
watching an interpreter at the North- 
east Independent Living Center in 
Lawrence, an advocacy agency for 
handicapped people in the area. 

“Leaving Andover high and making 
new friends will be hard, but at least I 
know what to look for now in friends,” 
she said.

I had a phone call from Jim Garri- 
ty, youth minister at New England

The signs said, 
“Sinners like us,” and there was a 
wall of mirrors where observers saw 
their own face and got the message: 
We're all sinners. 

When we talked with Rev, Garrity 
last week he was polite, pleasant , but 
firm in his message: “We're just try- 
ing to tell folks the reason Christmas 
is celebrated, the fact that Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners. We are all sinners. I’m sorry 
that folks were offended, but we 
aren’t ashamed of the message?” 


The message didn’t change, but 
Rev. Garrity said he’d talked with 
Walter Potvin, the firefighter who 
organized the parade, and he said Lt. 
Potvin helped him understand the 
point of view of those who objected to 
the church float. 

“The more you think of it,” said 
Rev. Garrity, “we probably could 
have presented our message in a 
more appropriate manner.” 

It might be of some comfort for 
Rev, Garrity to know that I had a call 
last Friday from a man who declined 
to identify himself (“My name isn’t 
important.”), but who said anyone 
who is not born again will go to hell. 
“T was offended by your editorial,” 
the man said. And he went on to say 
our editorial means “Let’s kick 
Christ out of Christmas.” 

“They don’t want Jesus Christ in 
town,” my no-name caller said. 
“They don’t want the truth. Unless 
you are born again you are going to 
go to hell. I'm afraid Andover is real- 
ly on the skids.”

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Church float 


wasn’t offensive 


Editor, Townsman; 

I am not at all offended by the 
expression of religious free speech rep- 
resented by New England Bible 
Church's float in the Santa parade and 
censured in your Nov. 29 editorial. A 
broadminded, pluralistic community 
should be able to publicly express its 
religious diversity freely, with the full 
force and pungency of that diversity 
undiluted by censorship 

Evangelical Christianity may well 
be a minority creedal viewpoint here 
and elsewhere, but the Andover com- 
munity can no doubt afford it protec- 
tion from religious intolerance and the 
“screening” of its message. You sup- 
port the creation of a float screening 
committee for next year and write that 
the “firefighters don’t want to offend 
anyone.” I suspect that this is a literal 
impossibility without the near com- 
plete sanitization of the parade from all 
“offending” motifs (presumably reli- 
gious), We would be left with candles, 
bells, snowmen and wrapped gifts. 

Calling the event a “holiday” parade 
risks the religiosity of its derivation: 
“holy” + “day.” A “season” or “winter” 
parade makes me wonder when the all- 
community spring, summer and fall 
parades are scheduled. There is very 
little else about the season besides reli- 
gion which could give purpose to hav- 
ing a parade at this time of year. 

Clearly the purpose for this parade 
has religious overtones (“the reason 
for the season” as some put it) and it is 
absurdist to try to expurgate the so- 
called “offensive” elements of religion 
from it and have a parade at all. Is San- 
ta himself the archetype of secularized 
gift-giving, completely free from his 


Christian roots? Religion itself is offen- 
sive to some; shall we have no parade? 

I read that during the recent Roma- 
nian revolution a broadcaster spoke 
this good news, “God has finally turned 
his face to us.” A viewer and his wife 
knelt and cried in their apartment 
because they had never heard God spo- 
ken of on television before. Are we free 
to hear of him in Andover through the 
all-community forum of television? 
Yes. Through the all-community forum 
of the Andover Townsman? Yes. 
Through the all-community forum of a 
seasonal parade? Yes. 

If Andover wants a parade at this 
time of year, when many people are cel- 
ebrating their religion and their God, 
probably everyone on the screening 
committee will judge it inoffensive to 
allow religion, God and even Christ- 
mas to be float themes. But, where will 
the line of offense be drawn? Is Christ- 
mas OK, but Christ is not OK? If Christ 
is OK, is it offensive for an Andover 
community organization to mention its 
heartfelt convictions on the purpose of 
his birth? If it is OK to mention the 
purpose of Christ's birth, is it offensive 
to mention the intended beneficiaries 
of his life work? 

Evangelical, or Biblical, Christiani- 
ty asserts that Jesus Christ is God, who 
took upon himself human flesh and 
was born with the express purpose of 
dying as a substitute payment for the 
sins of the whole world, without which 
payment and its individual, personal, 
acceptance, no human being has a hope 
of eternal life and glory, whether they 
believe or like it or not. This is the mes- 
sage of almost every Christmas carol. 
Will the screening committee be ban- 
ning carols in their parade? In Roma- 
nia this year they will hear carols for 
the first time since 1945. I would be 
offended if we don’t.

ble mistake to go forward almost unilaterally 
amassing an enormous aggressive force on 
foreign soil, which invites an all-out war. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff estimate that if 
there is a Mid-Rast war, the U.S. can expect 
920,000 to 30,000 casualties. Such bloodshed 
and suffering is inconceivable. The pressure 
on both sides to resort to chemical warfare 
and even nuclear force could become irre- 
sistible. 

Former National Security Adviser 
Brzezinski predicts a Mid-Kast war will cost 
the U.S. up to a billion dollars a day. There 
goes our debt reduction and the peace divi- 
dend with its promise of a better life for all of 
us, Only the munitions-makers will profit. 

Mr. President, are you risking our coun- 
try’s youth for oil? The U.S. gets only 5 per- 
cent of its oil from Kuwait and Iraq.

How much wiser to work on oil 
conservation and energy alternatives here at 
home, 

Mr. President, I beg you, listen to the 
changing mood of the country, The anti-Viet 
nam movement was a mighty sea change 
that altered the way people feel about using, 
especially on distant soil, the terrible aggres- 
sive force which devastates the lives of guilty 
and innocent alike.

We need financial 
information on a 
line-item basis 


Editor, Townsman: 

Another town meeting on the budget has 
been held and the situation remains the 
same — we are asked to support spending lev- 
els when no clear plan for the town’s future 
has been given. 

Residents receive pieces of information, 
but we are never presented with the town’s 
finances on a line-item basis. For example, it 
is difficult to integrate what would be in 
business terms: the school budget, operating 
budget, capital budget, and cash and financ- 
ing budget. Some visible line items seem to 
overlap. Spending “cuts” are referenced to a 
budget that increases year after year. These 
are not cuts in any true sense. 

Many of us in town are caught in a 
quandary, we want to support quality educa- 
tion but we do not want to do so in a context 
of non-accountability. More spending in any 
one town department does not necessarily 
equate to improved town services. Andover’s 
tax assessments are not a direct indicator of 
quality in education. It is time for us to stop 
viewing the budget debate simply in terms of 
programs versus spending. What is never 
discussed is management effectiveness in 
implementing programs and in managing 
spending. 

It is disconcerting to see the types of infor- 
mation and decisions presented to us resi- 
dents. We are asked to confirm not spending 
funds for removing asbestos in schools when 
recently the town spent funds on unneces- 
sary fencing at Haggetts Pond and a town 
official was quoted in the Townsman saying 
that maybe the whole pond will be fenced in. 
What a waste of money and defacing of our 
environment! 

If we are asked to support spending, isn’t 
it time residents were given a detailed, inte- 
grated vision of Andover’s future with relat- 
ed financial plans and measures of perfor- 
mance.

‘little rundown,” she said. “I caught a 
cold and just felt dead. I had trouble at 
the State Meet. It was too big and I 
didn’t feel comfortable. I also liked the 
pool at Regis College (Sectionals) better 
than the pool at Northeastern, but 
there were probably as many girls who 
felt the opposite. 

“I credit a lot of my success this year 
to Coach Fitzgerald,” said Kristen, 
“She didn’t try to change my stroke. 
Her attitude was always upbeat, and I 
always had the feeling Coach Fitzger- 
ald was behind me 100 per cent.” 

Patty Fitz returns the compliment. 

“I've been around swimmers all my 
life, swimming since I was six years 
old myself, and the thing that amazes 
me most about Kristen is how coach- 
able she is,” said Fitzgerald. 

“She's a natural athlete and obvious- 
ly she has the talent. But she’s also 
intelligent and willing to listen. When 
you consider we only have 45 minutes 
to an hour of practice each day, the 
times she did this year were fantastic.” 

The 24-year-old Fitzgerald and 
Hubbell were actually on the Andover- 
North Andover ‘Y’ team together one 
year, 

“It will be very interesting to see 
where Kristen goes to college,” said her 
coach, “She'll push herself to be the 
best she can be. She’s remarkable.” 

Kristen doesn’t play any other 
sports mainly because she can’t 
squeeze them into her busy swim 
schedule, which includes 10-12 hours

“I played softball my freshman year 
but it was tough.” 

When she drys off the standout 
swimmer is a skate guard in the And- 
over Skating Club program at Phillips 
Academy, and at Andover High the 
honors program student is a member 
of the Community Ask Team and Stu- 
dent Advisory Board (the former group 
plans special events for students). 

Kristen is looking into various col- 
leges including UConn, Springfield, 
Vermont and national swim power 
University of Virginia. 

She wants to major in physical ther- 
apy with hopes of becoming an athletic 
trainer at the high school or college 
level, 

“There's not much (scholarship) 
money for swimming,” noted Kristen. 
“I'm trying to concentrate on colleges 
that are good swim schools and have a 
good academic standing. A lot of 
schools have sent letters requesting my 
times, and it’s nice to know they’re 
interested, 

“I definitely want to swim in college, 
but after that I figure my career will be 
over, I don’t want to participate in any 
Masters programs, 

“With physical therapy I can stay in 
athletics,” explained Hubbell. “I don’t 
think I want to coach. To me that’s like 
trying to relive your career,” 

Kristen is proficient at practically 
every event they offer, except for the 
breaststroke and diving. 


Leave it to Kasie 
“T just can’t seem to master the 


breaststroke,” she confessed. “And I’m 


petrified of the diving board. I'll leave 
that to Kasie (Kearins). 

“The backstroke is my favorite 
because it comes easily to me. I work 
hard but I feel good at the end of the 
race. 

“I do the 500 (freestyle) but it’s unbe- 
lievably long. I like the 50 (free), but I 
like the 100 better. If you make a mis- 
take in the 50, like measuring your 
breaths wrong, the race is over before 
you can adjust. In the 100, if you get off 
to a slow start, there are four lengths to 
recover.” 

College programs are a bit more 
sophisticated, and Kristen feels she can 
lower her times over the next four 
years, 

“I haven't done any weight training 
at all, but I’m sure the college teams 
will have programs, Down the road I'd 
like to improve my starts and turns, 
which is a matter of trying different 
techniques. Once you've been swim- 
ming for awhile there isn’t much you 
can do to your stroke. If you try to 
change it you'll do more harm than 
good,” she explained. 

Kristen admits to no major supersti- 
tions, 

“I became pretty set in my ways this 
year. The only thing I had to do for 
sure was eat my Wheaties on the day of 
a meet. I try not to get too hung up on 
those kinds of things. 

“I don't like having too much time to 
think about a race. I’m better off if I 
don’t even know I’m swimming in an 
event, Our coach last year, Patty Bar- 
rett, used to do that to me all the time. 
She'd tell me I was in a race about two 


seconds before it started.” 

As far as her physique is concerned, 
the only thing Kristen would like to 
change is her height. “I wish I was a lit- 
tle taller,” she noted. 

She harbors no illusions about the 
Olympics or international competition, 
but is proud of the fact she knows Jen- 
ny Thompson who is the nation’s 
acknowledged No. 1 female swimmer. 

“When we were both 10 years old we 
swam together at the Andover ‘Y,’ She 
was on the cover of last month’s Swim 
World magazine, and if I see her on TV 
or in the Olympics some day I can 
always say: ‘Hey, I used to swim with 
her.’ That would be cool,” said Kristen.

As for those brothers of hers, all 
were pretty much grown up and out of 
the house by the time Kristen began 
making headlines. 

Dave, 35, now resides in California. 

Ken, 34, lives in North Andover, 
sells automobiles and still plays some 
hockey, 

Jeff, 31, lives in Dallas, Tx. and han- 
dles the lighting on tour for such rock 
bands as Motley Crue. 

Scott, 28, lives in South Hadley and 
also sells automobiles. 

“Kenny came and saw me swim at 
the State Meet, which was great,” says 
Kristen. 

But now, when the brothers come 
home for family gatherings, Kristen 
can take them down in that same fami- 
ly room and show the guys an ever- 
growing trophy case and a pretty 
impressivé scrapbook of her own.

Here’s a progress report on Andover’s first 
composting plan. 

‘ An estimated 260 tons of leaves were 
deposited at the site on Bald Hill. 

Jim Bamford estimates at least half of 
those leaves would have been left at the curb 
for the town to pay to have burned. That 
means a savings of $8,450. I feel his estimates 
are conservative. 

It seems to me if I raked and bagged my 
leaves (meaning I didn’t use my own compost 
pile), | would have left them at the curb and, 
therefore, | say we saved $16,900, the cost for 
the whole 260 tons. At any rate, it more than

Older adults can 
get free flu shots 


For the first time, older adults living in 
Essex County who have Medicare, Part B, 
may receive free influenza vaccinations at a 
holiday shopping clinic on Thursday, Dec. 
13, at Everett Mills shopping mall, 15 Union 
St., Lawrence, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The clinic is co-sponsored by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health and 
the North Shore PRN of Gloucester Inc. 
Seniors should remember to bring their 
Medicare cards. 

The clinic is part of a special project joint- 
ly supported by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, the Massachusetts 
Health Research Institute, the Health Care 
Financing Administration and the Centers 
for Disease Control to determine if it is cost- 
effective for Medicare to reimburse for 
influenza immunizations. Essex County 
seniors with Medicare, Part B, may also 
receive free influenza vaccinations through 
their local board of health, hospitals, visiting 
nurse association and some physicians. 

Influenza, or flu, is not “just like a bad 
cold,” especially for seniors and those with 
chronic illnesses, according to officials. A 
bout of flu can lead to life-threatening com- 
plications including pneumonia and bron 
chitis. An estimated 50,000 elderly die and 


200,000 are hospitalized each year because of 


flu and its complications. 


The best protection against the dangers of 


the flu is an annual flu vaccination, say offi- 
cials. Because the vaccine is made from 
killed viruses, it cannot cause the flu, nor 
can someone who has been vaccinated infect 
anyone else. 

Relatively few people have any reaction to 
the flu vaccine. A very few people experience 
a sore arm, fever or achiness for one or two 
days. Some people should not get a flu vacci- 
nation. These include those with severe 
allergies to eggs, who have had bad reactions 
to previous influenza vaccinations, who 
have a current illness or fever, who have 
past or present paralysis because of Guillain- 
Barre Syndrome or who are pregnant.

grow during the past two years despite warn- 
ing signs. When is the town going to react to 


the obvious constraints in state, corporate 
and personal finances? And now we are 
advised that the town is faced with major 
cost increases next year because of “fixed” 
commitments. 

We are also advised that commercial 
property and land investors will have their 
property valuations reduced while residen- 
tial property owners will not. Tell this to 
anyone who is trying to sell their house or 
living on a reduced family budget. This 
means that the stage is set for residential 
property owners to pay an increased burden 
as investors get relief. Residential property 
owners should not be asked to absorb the 
risks that commercial builders and land 
investors took. 

The town will need cost effectiveness in 
all line accounts in all programs, because we 
are going to be asked to pay more again. We 
residents of Andover should not consider 
supporting any tax increases until full bud- 
getary disclosure occurs as part of a compre- 
hensive three- or five-year plan. Measures of 
performance must be identified for all 
departments and all programs. We need to 
stand united and demand effective and equi- 
table management in all aspects of town 
operations.

TOWN OF ANDOVER 
RULES & REGULATIONS FOR PUBLIC VEHICLES FOR HIRE 

In accordance with the provisions of MGL Ch. 40, Sec. 22 and 
the Town Bylaws, Art. XI, Sec. 1, the following conditions are 
placed on owners and operators of public vehicles for hire in the 
Town of Andover: 

SECTION |: OWNERS LICENSE 

A. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this Section, the following words and 
phrases shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by 
this sub-section: 

Child: 

A child shall be considered to be any person under twelve 
years of age. 

Cruising: 

The solicitation of patrons upon a street other than from a taxi 
stand, 


Operator: 

A person who has an operator's license from the Common- 
wealth to operate motor vehicles. 

Vehicle for Hire License; 

A license granted by the Board of Selectmen and issued by 
the Town Clerk for the operation for a vehicle for hire business. 


ire Operator's License: 
A license issued by the Chief of Police for the operation of a 
vehicle for hire. 


Taxicab; 

A motor vehicle for hire of the private passenger type, the 
designed seating capacity of which does not exceed nine (9) per- 
sons, including the operator, rented from the registered place of 
business of the owner, stand, station, or other public place, with 
the owner or with an operator in the employ of the owner in atten- 
dance, by the hour, day, trip, or miles, for general-common pas- 
senger-carrying use equipped with or without a taximeter, but not 
operated as a bus or on a schedule along a regular route. 


Livery Vehicle; 

A motor vehicle for hire of the private passenger type, the 
designed seating capacity of which does not exceed nine (9) per- 
sons, including the operator, rented from the registered place of 
business of the owner only, with the owner or with the operator in 
the employ of the owner on attendance and with the use restricted 
to social functions, funeral purposes, shopping trips, touring and 
similar contractual purposes. 

Vehicle for Hire Stand: 

A part of a public way assigned to a sultable person or corpo- 
ration by the Chief of Police, for the placing thereon of a licensed 
vehicle for hire to the exclusion of all other vehicles for conducting 
a vehicle for hire business according to the conditions set forth by 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Waiting Time: 

Any period of time that a vehicle for hire, In the service of a 
passenger, shall be in an idle position waiting upon the conve- 
nience of the passenger. 

B. License - Required, 

No person shall set up, employ or use for the conveyance of 
passengers for hire, any motor vehicle, coach, cab or other means 
of conveyance, without a license from the Board of Selectmen. 

C. License - to be Granted by Board of Selectmen; Term: 
Revocation: Ete. 

The Board of Selectmen may grant licenses required by the 
preceding sub-section for a term of one year upon such terms and 
to such persons as it may deem expedient to set up, employ or 
use for the conveyance of persons within the Town, for vehicle for 
hire, which licenses shall be revoked or suspended at any time by 
the Board of Selectmen for any violation of the provisions of this 
section or any other bylaw of the Town, and may be revoked by 
the Board of Selectmen for other causes, and a record of such 
licenses shall be kept by the Town Clerk. Licenses for all such 
vehicles shall expire on the first day of May of each year. 

D. License - Qualifications of Licensee, 

Every person granted a vehicle for hire license under this Sec- 
tion shall be duly established in the particular type of business for 
which the license has been granted, making It a substantial part of 
his daily labors. 

E. . 

No vehicle for hire license shall be issued unless the person 
owning or in possession of such vehicle, shall file with the Town 
Clerk, a petition addressed to the Board of Selectmen, setting 
forth the name and residence of the applicant, who In no event 
shall be less than eighteen years of age.

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Cab service approved

Selectmen Monday night approved a new 
set of rules and regulations for taxis, then 
unanimously voted to issue Andover’s only 
currently existing taxi license to Robert 
Mosher, of 104 Bailey Road. 

Mr. Mosher, founder of the new Andover 
Cab Company Inc., was expecting delivery of 
his cars by tomorrow and hoped to be in 
business next week. 

Other passenger transport services in 
town, such as Doran’s Livery and Courier 
Service, the Andover Limousine Service at 
the Andover Inn and Flight Line airport ser- 
vice, which operates out of the Sheraton Inn, 
are not considered taxis but will also be sub- 
ject to the rules and regulations passed by 
the board Monday night. 

These rules include a licensing fee of $50 
for each vehicle and limits on fares that can 


be charged. 


Board members approved a temporary set 
of rate limits Monday night, but left open the 
option to change the amounts after they have 
had a chance to do some research into what 
is being charged by other companies. 

Mr. Mosher will charge no more than $6 
for rides within Andover, $7.50 into North 
Andover, $8 to Lawrence, $15 to Haverhill 
and $35 to Boston or Logan Airport. 

“Tt will be a flat rate for the trip,” Mr. 
Mosher said. 

Andover Cab will also offer senior citizens 
a minimum of a 10 percent discount on all 
fares, more of a discount on some trips, and a 
special multi-passenger rate of $2 for each 
extra person, 


The selectmen had some disagreement 
over setting the rates, 

Selectman Charles Wesson said there is an 
economic system in place and that the mar- 
ket should determine the rates. 

“T think I’d be very uncomfortable approv- 
ing fees,”” Mr. Wesson said. 

But Chairman James Barenboim said that 
cities, like Boston, have commissions that 
regulate fares and have found that to be a 
good system, 

The group finally settled, at least tem- 
porarily, on the “no-greater-than system” 
used by other area towns and recommended 
by Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski. 

Art Hawkins, owner of Doran’s, said there 
is really only one difference between taxis 
and livery services. 

“We're not allowed to pick up on the 
street,” Mr. Hawkins explained. 

All of Doran’s business, which has been 
operating in town for five years, is arranged 
over the telephone, Andover Cab will be able 
to cruise the downtown or Shawsheen Plaza 
looking for fares as well as get business over 
the phone. 


Mr. Hawkins operates seven cars, which, 
in addition to their passenger business, 
make deliveries as far away as Cape Cod for 
businesses that need a package or piece of 
mail to be somewhere in a few hours or the 
same day. 

He tried operating a taxi in Andover sev- 
eral years ago, but said it just didn’t work 
out. He wished the best of luck to Mr. Mosh- 
er.

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Residents to Atkins: Put the war on hold 


(Continued from page 1) 


U.S. Policy in the’Gulf and the War 
Powers Act will be the number-one 
issue when Congress returns to session 
in January, according to Rep. Atkins. 

“To a large extent the debate in 
Congress is going to be largely based 
on public opinion,” Rep. Atkins said. 

The congressman agreed with Mr. 
Babineau and other residents, that the 
economic sanctions against Iraq need 
time to work. He said the troop and 
equipment buildup ordered by the 
president last month could put the U.S. 
in a position where “we will find our- 
selves at war inadvertently.” 

“I’m deeply troubled by our present 
policy,” Rep. Atkins said. “I think it is 
a mistake to set arbitrary deadlines 
which will (force) action regardless of 
the circumstances.” 

The embargo caused a dramatic 
decline in the standard of living in Iraq 
and is hurting the infrastructure of 
that country, according to the con- 
gressman. 

“Inability to get supplies would indi- 
cate their military capacity is declin- 
ing rather than increasing,” Rep. 
Atkins said. 

The congressman said he was in 
support of the president’s actions fully 
until the goals turned from a defensive 
position to an offensive one. 

“At this point, I would not vote for a 
declaration of war in Iraq,” he said. 

“} At the end of the session, Mr. 
Babineau and his wife, Anita, said they 
were happy with much of what they 


heard from Rep. Atkins. 


“IT think he feels the way we do. I 


| don’t think he wants war any more 


than we do,” Mr. Babineau said. 
Mr. Atkins said he would take the 


| input from his constituents with him 


back to Washington. 

“T think there are some wonderful 
and eloquent voices here tonight,” he 
said, “From what I hear, they are in 
oppositien to going to war in the Per- 


| sian Gulf.” 
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Congressman Chet Atkins (D-Concord) chats with residents at Memo- 


rial Hall Library a week ago. 

“We support our troops very strong- 
ly over there, but disagree with the pol- 
icy,” he said. “The sentiment is (for) 
exhausting the sanctions process 
before we use force.” 

“Whatever we do ought to be done 
with a strong vote of the Congress,” he 
said. 

Anti-war sentiment 

Michael Frishman, of 179 Shaw- 
sheen Road and a member of the 
School Committee, told the congress- 
man the Gulf should not be a “priority 
issue” when there are domestic prob- 
lems here. The U.S. should not be wast- 
ing resources in the Gulf when the 
money could be used to bolster the 
economy at home, Mr. Frishman said. 

Frederick Voto, of Lowell, said the 
U.S. goal in the Gulf is unclear and 
questioned whether it was for oil, to 
free Kuwait or to free the hostages? 

“Where are the allies? Where is 
their equipment?” Mr. Voto asked. 

The congressman agreed. 

He also said that although the Unit- 
ed Nations Security Council is support- 
ive of U.S. actions, it’s another thing to 
get those countries to send their chil- 
dren to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with Americans in the Persian Gulf. 

Others wanted to know if a rumor of 
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the draft being reinstated were true 
and the congressman assured them 
there is no such plan. 

A number of veterans told Rep. 
Atkins they don’t want another Viet- 
nam and Christian Kostka, a Salem 
State College student, said she and her 
fellow students were scared by the mil- 
itary buildup in the Gulf. 

Rep. Atkins was asked why, since 
only Congress can declare war, he 
couldn’t bring a proposal to the floor 
and vote it up or down. 
“We can put it in the form of a resolu- 
tion. The question of whether it’s bind- 
ing on the president is a question of 
constitutional debate,” he said. 

Rep. Atkins conceded that Congress 
has been slow to respond on the Gulf 
Crisis. 

Susan Stott, of 4 Robandy Road, said 
after the forum that the idea of unilat- 
eral offensive action “is appalling.” 

“We have an opportunity for the 
United Nations to do what it was sup- 
posed to do and we ought to give ita 
chance,” Ms. Stott said. 

Sue O'Neill, of 11 Argyle Road, and a 
former Army nurse in Vietnam, said 
her heart goes out to the families of 
those serving in the Gulf. She said that 
the gasoline on which Americans

should be trying to reduce their depen- 
dence “isn’t worth dying for.” 

“No one can back the action if they 
think about it hard enough,” Ms. 
O'Neill said. 

Families in the Gulf 

Hospital Corpsman 3rd Class John 
D. Sullivan, of 41 Dascomb Road, just 
back last week from serving two 
months in the Gulf with the Navy, told 
Rep. Atkins that the soldiers there 
want and need the support of the Amer- 
ican people. 

“T just came back from Saudi Ara- 
bia,” Corpsman Sullivan said. “We just 
want the support of the people. That's 
all we want over there.” 

Edward Connor, of 136 Andover St., 
whose son, Lance Cpl. Michael Connor, 
is with the Marines in the Gulf, said 
his son also wants to know if people at 
home are behind them. 

Linda Pelletier, of 4 Bowdoin Road, 
said her son, Robert G. Pelletier Jr., is 
with the Army in the Gulf. 

“T have to say that he is very proud 
to be in the Army and he is very proud 
to go to the Middle East and do his 
part,” Ms. Pelletier said. 

Patricia Fleming, of 11 Glenwood 
Road, said she has two brothers serv- 
ing in the Gulf. 

“I in no way support going to war 
but I support my brothers over there,” 
she said. 

But if her brothers were killed with- 
out better reasons than she has heard 
so far, “I will never, ever forgive the 
American government for that,” she 
said. 

Peter D. Trede Sr., of Winchester, 
whose son, Lance Cpl. Peter D. Trede 
Jr., of 18 Pinecrest Road, is with the 
Marines in the Gulf, asked Rep. Atkins 
to use his influence to gain leave for 
the soldiers in the Gulf. 

“Pd like to know what you can do 
with your influence to restore the rota- 
tion program,” Mr. Trede said. 

“I will be doing what I can do to see 
that it’s restored,” Rep. Atkins said. 
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
